Ringside, Jersey City, N. J.—Jack Dempsey proved himself 


the greatest fighting machine in the world this afternoon when he 
knocked out Georges Carpentier, the idol of France, in the fourth 
round. 


Two vicious rights to the jaw ended the Frenchman and brought 


the fight to a dramatic climax, when it looked like it might go 
many rounds. 


After one minute of the fourth round Dempsey crashed his 


right to Carpentier "s jaw and the Frenohman went down in a 
heap near his own corner. He took the count of nine, with the 
slanty eyed Descamps looking at him from his corner in absolute 
terror. Dempsey stood three paces away from the prostrate 
Frenchman, poised with his right hand ready to finish the task. 
Carpentier arose with an effort. He had hardly straightened him- 
self when Dempsey with his jaws gritted together, his beard 
fairly bristling, with a look of savage ferocity, crashed his right 
again to the jaw after one minute and sixteen seconds.

points out that telegraph business is 
an exact and immediate reflection o! 
business conditions. She believes that 
there is no other business which so ac- 
curately reflects the amount and kind 
of business done. 
Transmission of night letters is now 


a large part of all telegraph business. 
Messages can be sent at night for one- 
fifth the day charge and therefore 
night messages are popular. Night 
messages are accepted at any time 
during the day, but are not trans- 
mitted until evening. They are deliv- 
ered to their destination the following 
morning. 
Many people, especially travelers, 


use the night message system of cor- 
respondence with their relatives. 
In 


summer there is usually an increase in 
the number of night letters because 
more people travel. Where tourists 
only stop a day or two in each place 
they visit, the night letter is practi- 
cally the only opportunity they have 
of communicating with their homes. 
They can send a message and have a 
reply in one day which by mail would 
take perhaps a week.

of florists, it is now possible to send 
the message called the "flower-gram."

Messages of this kind are usually 
the most difficult to word 
properly 


but it is 'possible to get well-written 
forms from a small book issued by 
the telegraph company.

agreement with most telephone com- 
panies so that one will transmit the 
messages of the other. 
This en- 


ables one to send a message any- 
where without leaving home. More 
than half of all message* transmitted 
from loco.! telegraph offices are tele- 
phoned in and part of the delivery 
of messages is effected in the same 
way.It used to be that people conceived 
the telegraph 
system to be much 


the same as a basket-carrier system 
in a department store. One day a 
woman stepped into an Appleton tele- 
graph office and asked that a large 
package be sent by wire. She was 
told that such a thing was impossi- 
ble but she insisted it could be done 
because she had heard that money 
could be sent by wire 
The clerk re- 


ferred her to the express 
company 


and it was with reluctance she left 
the telegraph office. 


Another thing which was wont to 


occur frequently gave 
telegraphers 


much mirth. Folks would come in 
with messages but would refuse to \ 
allow anyone to read them. 
They 


seemed to have the impression that 
the piece of paper was actually trans- 
ferred to the destination. Telegraph- 
ers in Appleton say that these inci- 
dents no longer occur, showing that 
people have at last gained the proper 
conception of the 
possibilities and 


limitations of the telegraph.

Master Builders 
vs. Carpenters 


Controversy 


In answer to the various statements made from time to-time by the Carpenters on strike in regard, 
that they are not able to obtain a conference with the Master Builders' Auxilliary Association of the 
Fox River Valley for arbitration, we wish to inform the Public of the existing conditions which are 
as follows i 


At a meeting held the early part of this year between a committee of the Carpenters Union and 


the Master Builders' Association, an effort was made to have the wage question regulated, but no 
conclusion was arrived at. 


At a meeting held May 3rd 1921 of the Master Builders' Auxilliary Associaton of the Fox River 


Valley a Committee was appointed to meet with a like Committee of the Fox River Valley District 
Council of Carpenters, to adjust the wage question, but through the flat refusal to arbitrate and the 
stand they took by informing the Master Builders' Committee that, "there is no use of arguing be- 
cause we intend to stick to 85c or nothing." 


This statement was reported to the general me eting and>esulted that a resolution was unanimous- 


ly adopted to inform the Carpenters that if they di d not report for work under conditions offered them 
by the Master Buikiers, the Open Shop would be adopted, and as the Carpenters did not give an answer 
nor reported for work, neither showed any mclina tion to arbitrate, the Open Shop went into effect 
the 9th day of May, throughout the Fox River Valley, and this action cut off any arbitration on the 
part of the Master Builders. 


For further informaton for the Public we submit the Working dictations of the Carpenters 


Union which MUST be complied with by the Contractors under Closed Shop System, and to such 
oppression we sternly object. 


WORKING RULES 


ARTICLE i 


Contractors shall employ only carpenters -who are mem- 


bers in good standing in the U. B. of C. and J. of A., but 
where there is a shortage ol union carpenters they may 
employ non-union carpenters, bnt said non-union car- 
penters shall make aplication for membership in the U. 
B. of C. and J. of A. within two (2) days and make a 
deposit of not less than fifteen (15) dollars with the ap- 
plication. 
Applicant to be initiated not later than the 


second meeting of the local where the application is made. 


ARTICLE 2 


Contractors shall recognize pay orders when properly 


signed by new applicants in his employ and when pre- 
sented by the representative of the carpenters union or 
district eounciL 


ARTICLE 3 


Eight hottrs shall constitute a day's work, between the 


hours of 8 a. m. and 5 p. m. and all work done outside of 
this time or in excess of eight hours, shall *be paid for at 
the rate of time and one-half per hour, except work done 
on Sundays or legal holidays as herein mentioned: New 
Year's Day, Decoration Day, Fourth of July, Thanksgiv- 
ing Day and Christmas, shall be paid for at the rate of 
double time per hour. No work to be done on Labor Day. 


ARTICLE 3 a 


Any carpenter found working overtime without the 


steward first getting a permit from his local union or Dis- 
trict Council, will be fined $5.00 for the first offense; and 
for the second offense he will be fined as the District Coun- 
cil sees fit; and further, all stewards shall see that all of 
the working rules are strictly complied with. Stewards 
failing to make a report at the meetings of any violations 
of any of the working rules shall be fined $1.00. 


ARTICLE 4 


Eighty-five (85) cents per hour shall be tne minimum 


wages paid to journeymen carpenters. 


ARTICLES 


All carpenters working for bona fide contractors shall be 


paid once each week. When pay day is a legal holiday the 
contractor shall pay the day before. When a carpenter is 
laid off or discharged he shall be paid in full at once. 


ARTICLE 6 


An office of the District Council or local, union shall 


have access to all jobs at all times if he has business to 
transact with carpenters, but he shall cause no unneces-. 
sary delay to the work being performed- 


ARTICLE 7 


Contractors shall be entitled to one apprentice to every 


six journeymen employed on the iob. Apprentices to 
serve a term of four years and be indentured to their em- 
ployer and local union. All apprentices shall be allowed 
to attend school five hours of each school week m the year 


according to law. Wages of apprentices shall be fifty 
cents per hour for first year. Apprentices shall become 
members of the U. B. of C. and J. of A. within twenty 
days. 


ARTICLE 8 


The following shall be done by the outside carpenters: 


All woodwork of any nature on or in any building, struc- 
ture under alteration, construction or repair, shingling, 
building of all scaffolds, and the building and putting up 
of .all forms for concrete and the taking down of same, and 
setting of steel sash and structural steeL 


AETICLE 9 


"When two or more journeymen carpenters of any local 


union in the jurisdiction of the Fox River Valley District 
Council are working together, a steward shall be elected 
by them once each month from their number to represent 
them, who shall, while acting as steward be subject to the 
rules and decisions of the local union and District Council. 
He shall always while at work carry a copy of the work- 
ing rules with him and report at every meeting. Failing to 
do so he will be fined fifty cents. Stewards shall send re- 
ports to locals nearest job. 


ARTICLE 10 


All contractors must haul tools from job to job for car- 


penters without any expense to carpenters, and where con- 
tractor fails to notify carpenter of change of job the night 
Ijefore that men will report where last worked and time 
v«ill go on from them. 


ARTICLE 11 


Contractors sending carpenters out of their home town 


or city to" work where carpenters return home daily, shall 
pay car fare within a radius of fifteen miles daily. 


ARTICLE 12 


Foremen overseeing carpenter work must be journey- 


men carpenters in good standing in the U. B. of C. and 
J. of A 


ARTICLE 13 


' Any member who sees a brother member violating trade 


rules of the District Council must report the name of the 
brother violating such trade rules to the president of his 
local union at once, and filo a, complaint in writing at the 
next regular meeting of his local union. Failing to do so 
he will be fined $1.00. 


'ARTICLE u 


A contractor shall first employ one journeyman carpen- 


ter before he himself can do carpenter work on any job. 


ARTICLE 15 


Initiation fees thruout the District shall be as follows:

THE LEAGUE IN ARBITRATION 
Sweden has accepted the verdict of the 


League of Nations arbitrators in the Aland 
Islands ease. The award was in favor of j 
Finland's claims and asrainst Sweden's 


• and it was feared that the latter would re- 
fuse to accept on the ground that the 
award was unjust. Such refusal would 
have made a farce of the League of Na- 
tions arbitration program and would have

must not necessarily lead to war. 


A year ago it seemed impossible that 


war between Sweden and Finland could 
be avoided, so determined was each na- 
tion to have its way in respect to the 
Aland Islands. Ultimatums had been 
exchanged and the armies were on the 
march. Then the League of Nations inter- 
posed. Rehictantly both nations consented 
to give the League a chance and to com- 
mit no act of war while it' was performing 
its function of taking testimony and ren- 
dering a judgment. The pledges, given in 
good faith, were kept and what threatened 
to be a war merged into a judicial proceed- 
ing. The question whether the League of 
Nations can prevent war is no longer an 
academic. It has answered the question in 
the most practical way.

Thus the nails on the 
two middle fingers of men grow more rapidly than 
those on the first and third finger?, respectively, 
and these in turn are more speedy m their growth 
than those on the little fingers. 


TftE BUBBLE OF PROOF 


Under the title "Proof That Cold Does Cause 


'Colds' " an article apparently manufactured by a 
staff man on a Sunday newspaper and pretty widely 
circulated, has been clipped and mailed to me by 
no loss than fourteen readers. 


The "proof" that cold does cause "colds"—what 


ever they may not be—is credited to the New York 
Medical Journal, a fine old medical periodical with 
a fine old medical way. On referring to the medical 
periodical I find that the "proof" consists of a para- 
graph in an editorial item on "Cold and Respiratory 
Disease" in which some Paris mortality statistics 
compiled by one Louis Besson are referred to. Just 
to show how similar is fine old medical reasoning 
to the too popular deductions and the notions on 
this particular subject. I will quote this paragraph 


"Louis Besson has compiled the mortality returns 


in Paris from bronchitis, lobar and bronchial pneu- 
monia, so-called congestion of the lungs and other 
respiratory affections except phthisis (tuberculosis), 
by weeks, covering a period of ten years, 'from 
1304 to 1013. and compared these with meteorologi 
cal conditions, especially temperature and wind di- 
rection. He finds the minimum deaths from these 
diseases in the first week of September and the 
maximum m the second week of February with a 
secondary rise near the middle of April. The num- 
ber of deaths corresponds closely with the tempera 
ture, the effect of the latter being increased especial 
ly by winds from the northeast. As might be ex- 
p'ected. the highest death rate lags three weeks be- 
hind the lowest temperature and most marked in- 
fluence of air movement. At 20 degrees Centigrade 
(GS degrees F.—perhaps the Centigrade is used to 
impress the reader that this is a. strictly scientific 
editorial comment, for all its old-womanish effect) 
the deaths were 84. at 50 degrees F. 
142. while 


at freezing (0 Centigrade. 32 F) they were 230. At 
6S F. a fire would harly be needed, but at both 50 
and 3- F. it would undoubtedly be started, and yet 
the increase in deaths from 68 to 50 Fr. and from 
50 to 32 F. is practically the same." 


Such is the "proof" that cold causes bronchitis, 


pneumonia, so-called congestion of the lungs and 
ether respiratory affections except consumption— 
though why except consumption? 


So far as these curious data may be concerned 


one might with equally good logic assume that it is 
better to put out the fire when the temperature 
goes below 50 F. 


Surely there was no need to-go to France for such 


information. Our own country has a much better 
and more dependable vital statistic bureau than has 
France, and a much better weather bureau too. We 
all know, or at least we usually asstime that pneu- 
monia, diphtheria, the measles, the influenza, cory- 
za. tonsillitis, bronchitis, and the other respiratory 
infections (the fine old medical journal carefully 
calls them affections m this particular item) pre- 
vail chiefly in the colder seasons.

THE PERFUME CITY 


Lyons in France, is the city of scents. It is the 


center of a region which supplies the world with 
perfumes and has the only university that offers 
a courre in prefumery making to students. 


Within the last few years Lyons has developed 


a great laboratory system for the manufacture of 
artificial perfumes by the processes of synthetic 
chemistry. Thus its technical experts convert oil of 
verbena into violet and Lily-of-the-valley,-* oil of 
camphor into heliotrope, anilseed oil into hawthorn, 
oil of clove into vanilla and oil of rosewood into 
bergamot. Toluene (a derivative of coal tar), they 
transform into jasmine and artificial rose. 
From 


xylene (likewise a coal tar product) they obtain ar- 
tificial musk. Roses are grown on an immense scale 
in the region about Lyons for the manufacture of 
perfumery. Likewise sage, Thyme and sweet mar 
joram. That region produces 90 per cent of the 
total world's output of real lavender .oil, represent- 
ing a value of 20,000,000 francs a year. One con- 
cern has ten square miles planted with lavender. 


MAKING A FRENCH DICTIONARY 


The official revision of the French language, which 


Is in the hands of the French academy, has recent- 
ly made great progress, and the first volume, end- 
ing at the letter H, and forming half of the eighth 
edition of the dictionary, has now been completed. 
Some 24,000 to 25,000 words have now been revised 
since 1878, that is. in forty-three years.

thing it held is still with us. 


The window of any one of these 


souvenir shops is crowded with a glit- 
tering array of what must be salable 
souvenirs. There is a clump of pa- 
psr cutters warranted dull enough so 
that a baby could cut its teeth on 
them with impunity, and, rendered fur- 
ther attractive by the Capitol Dome 
embossed on each silver handle. 


Bes:de tbs paper cutters is a row 


of jewel cases with a shiny gold, or 
silver finish and a red velvet lining, 
and the Capitol, looking as natural as 
ever, on the cover. Then come ranks 
of silver candte sticks, vases, pin trays, 
ink stands, a huge platter, spoons, 
match safes, in fact 
anything the 


most exacting tourist could desire to 
wish upon his friends, and every one 
of them displaying a full face view of 
the Capitol. 


Above the carefully arranged dis- 


order of the window shelf hang pil- 
lows and pennants. 
The pennants 


have "Washington" sprawled across 
their entire length, but the pillows, as 
might be expected, wear the Capitol, 
with a wreath of pink roses twined 
round about its dome. 


The windows of these souvenir mu- 


seums are sure-fire bait 
for 
the 


stranger in town, and even the hard- 
ened native may find himself pausing 
to look over the exhibit. Sailors, chil- 
dren, dreamy couples, and ordinary 
tourists frantically collecting appro- 
priate 
souvenirs 
for the 
folks at 


nome, are ths patrons who progress 
from the window to the interior. 


Here they are rewarded by further 


ivonders. 
The window ' was only a 


sample case, but the shop itsslf might 
easily be warranted to contain every 
possible article on which the Capitol 
could suitably 
be 
emblazoned. To 


complete the illusion of a universe of 
capitols, mirrors in the walls back of 
the glass 
show cases multiply the 


stock to the tenth degree. 


Contrary to a first impression, styles 


in souvenirs do change. The silver 
spoon with some celebrated building 
adorning the handle was 20 years ago 
Ihe popular 
souvenir of a trip to 


Washington. Then came the macerat- 
ed morvsy craze. 


Souvenirs Made of Money 


The paper pulp which was 
left 


when old bills were ground up at the 
Treasury bore faint signs of having 
been money. The pulp was used large- 
y in book binding, but some geniuses 
ihought of making souvenirs of it. So 
Ine was the 
paper ground and so 


:ightly was it packed that a miniature 
Washington monument could easily be 
abelsd $100,000, and no one could dis- 
pute the claim. A still smaller placque 
of George Washington's head, about 


three inches tall and very thin, was 
marked on the back |3,000. 


The macerated 
money souvenir 


proved 
a 
profitable 
and popular 


scheme, and tor some years th« Uttle 
figures sold regularly. But to make 
the money in the article more obvious 
an attempt was made to tear off bits 
of good bills and paste them on to 
show parts of figures. The pieces 
w-are much too little to be redeemed 
tut the government decided the money 
souvenirs were getting to be a nuis- 
ance. Treasury officials had acid put 
in the water which rnaosrated the 
bills in order to destroy the printing 
on them. 
After that, the macerated 


money looked no different from any 
other kind of paper 
pulp, and the 


souvenirs were spoiled. 


The Post Card Craze 


But there is always something new 


to take the place of a defunct novel- 
ty. The post card had a long and ex- 
citing career as a souvenir. 
When 


people collected 
them, 
only a few 


years ago, there were a dozen or more 
makers of cards in Washington alona. 
Even now, views of Washington sell 
by the thousand every year. 
There 


axe as many as 200 different cards of 
Washington, ranging- from such old 
stand-bys as the Monument and the 
Whita House, to the newer cards of 
President Harding, the Lincoln Memo- 
rial, and the Capitol on a rainy night. 


As long as tourists rush about try- 


ing to see everything 
in a limited 


time, the post card will be a necessary 
adjunct of travel. The simplest form 
of- long distance communication so far 
discovered is the postal of, say the Me- 
dical Museum, carrying the reassur- 
ing message, "We saw this today." 


The travel post card is still used as 


a stereopticon slide in simple home 
entertainments, but as a fashionable 
souvenir for a parlor album, it is a.s 
passe' as the paper-weight shell' with 
the monument painted on it. 


Some of tha once-familiar trinkets 


which have passed out of the tourists' 
life, had an untimely end through the 
war. Germany furnished many of the 
cheaper 
souvenirs, 
and 
American 


manufacturers have not been able to 
make some of them at salable prices. 


We are told by a man who i& close- 


ly in touch with the latest develop- 
ments of the souvenir business that 
the present fad is the 
photograph. 


After getting this significant tip on 
the situation, it would be obvious to 
any untrained eye that the photo- 
graph is certainly being featured in 
Washington. 
Everydowntown win- 


dow displays the Capitol on a rainy 
night, the White House on a rainy 
night, the Monument at night—rain irr 
this last instance is dispensed with 
as there is no way of reflecting the 
monument in the grass w hich sur- 
rounds it. 


Then there is the much-copied pic- 


ture of Washington's Japanese cherry 
trees, without which wa imagine no 
home is complete by this time. 
In 


this the reflection is in the water 
over which, the trees shed their pink 
petals. The latest attempt at romance 
in Washington scenery is a view of 
the cherry trees, pink as ever, with the 
Lincoln Memorial in the offing, look- 
ing like a Greek Temple. 


This kind of thing, wa are told, is 


supplanting the stamped leather card 
case, and 
the breakfast 
cup with 


George Washington looking dignified 
on one side-and Martha looking digni- 
fied on the other. It may be so. But 
any one who loves Washington must 
shudder to think •-fa time when the 
Capitol will no longer be a familiar 
and beloved figure on the nation's 
jewel cases, pillow tops, and shaving 
mugs.

July 4, 1910—Fifteenth round: Jeffries 
in distress. Johnson dashed at him 
like a tiger with a rain of rights and 
lefts. Jeffries went down for the first 
time in his ring career. He fell under 
the top rope over the lower one and 
onto the edge of the platform. He 
was up at the count of nine, helpless. 
A short left to Jeff's chin and he went 
down again. As the referee counted 
seven, one of his seconds put his foot 
into the ring and Referee Rickard pro- 
claimed the black man champion. 


Jess Willard vs. Jack Johnson, 


Havana, April 5, 1915—Twenty-sixth 
round: Willard met Johnson as the 
latter was coming from his corner and 
sent a long left to the Negro's face, 
making his head bob. Willard smashed 
a right to the stomach and Johnson 
clinched. Referee Walsh broke them 
and Willard rushed Johnson into a 
corner. Willard feinted for the body. 
Johnson dropped his guard and Wil- 
lard swung to the jaw. The Negro's 
knees folded up and he sank slowly to 
the floor, Walsh began to count the 
Negro champion out. 


Jack Dempsey vs. Jess Willard, To- 


ledo, July 4, 1919—Third round: Wil- 
lard staggered to the center of the ring 
apparently dazed. Dempsey smashed 
at the champion with right and left, 
Willard scarcely making any effort to 
return. As the bell rang, he reeled 
back under a straight right to the jaw. 
He never came back for the fourth. 


Here are the final rounds of the

Round Four—Carpentier retreated. 


Dempsey caught
